THE FEDERAL COUNCIL 


Is presided over by a Chancellor of the Fed- 
eration, appointed by the King of Prussia 
This Council and the Parliament assemble ev- 
ery year. The Parhament is elected by uni- 
versal suffrage, direct for three years, and in 
case of dissolution, a new election must take 
place within siaty days. The naval forces of 
the Northern and Baltic seas are placed un- 
der the supreme command of Prussia Every 
North German is liable to service, ar’, no 
substitution is allowed. The stre oth of the 
Federal army on a peace f oting is one pel 
cent, of the pO uation All tbe troops 
form one “Tiny, under the command of the 
King of Prussia. Changes in the con 
tion can only be voted ın Parliament and the 
Federal Council, by a two thirds majority. 
The charter provides, finally, that negotia- 
tions shall be entered into with the Southein 
States to arrive at a settlement of new rela- 
tions, and, if possible, to complete the union 
between tho Northern and Southern divisions 
of the German empire.

REPUBLICAN IDEAS AMONG THESPANISH PEOPLE 


Through his secret agents. It is but fair to 
suppose that his calculation was to tire the 
Spanish nation faily into the acceptance of 
the Queen’s son for King at all hazards, and 
to make them so disgusted with the provis- 
ional state of affairs, that even the worst 
government would seem preferable to the 
present unsettled condition of Spain. But 
the fact of the boy Alfonzo being on the 
Spanish throne would not give sufficient 
weight to Nupoleon’s plans, Ie had another 
scheme on hand which would promise to his 
dynasty a lasting influence over the destinies 
of Spain. For some time the old Emperor 
has been looking about whom among the Eu- 
ropean princesses he should designate as 
HIS FUTURE DAUGHTER-IN-LAW. 

There was none politically eligible except 
a daughter of Queen Isabella, and she was 
to be made the link which should unite the 
dynasties of Spainand France, and make a 
French province of Spain at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. <All these fine plans were 
frustrated as soon as the astounding report 
came from Madrid and Berlin that the crown 
of Spain had been offered by General Prim, 
in the name of his nation, to Prince Leopold, 
and that the latter had accepted the candi- 
dature. All consideration for the rights of a 
nation now disappeared in Napoleon’s mind. 
Ife forgot that freeborn men hada right to 
select the man who should rule over them; 
he imagined that, ın a measure, as he is the 

ALMOST ABSOLUTE RULER OVER FRANCT, 
So most he have aright to dictate to which- 
ever foreign nation would submit to outside 
government, He cannot bear to see his well 
laid plans destroyed or disturbed, and this 
accounts for the attitude which Napoleon as- 
sumed by interfering with the affairs of a na- 
tion which has an uncontested right to select 
a King independently of foreign influences.

MORE [HAN NAPOLFON COULD STAND, 
And he sent a message to King Wilham of 
Prussia demanding the immediate withdraw 
al of Leopold frum the caudidature and non- 
interference of the King on the subject It 
was nut the Prussian King's province to dic- 
tate who shall or who shall not rule over 
Spam any more so than Napoleons. but it 
sinted the latte: to make other's affuirs his 
own. Seeing that Prussia would not puy 
any attention to the excitement called forth 
by him, he went further, and only then 
showed his real intentions by dragging in 
questions which were entirely forcign to the 
point at issue, 
THE SENTIMENT OF EUROPE. 


Almostall European nations looked with 
disfavor at the approaching conflict, and de- 
nounced the attempts of the French Emperor 
to disturb the peace of Europe, the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain was particularly zeal- 
ous in endeavoring to maintain peace. 

ENGLAND'S SYMPATHIES, 

The English Government has been a close 
ally of Napoleon for the jast sixtecn years, 
and naturally dislikes to break up thisalhance, 
unless the integrity and honor of Great Brit- 
ain is directly attacked | it was natural, there- 
fore, aud proper fur the Prime Minister, Glad- 
stone, to do all that was in lis power to avert 
The Courtof St James 
18, morcover, Iutimately connected with that 
of Berlin by the marnage of the Crown 
Prince of Prussia with one of Queen Victo- 
riv’s daughters, England was on that account 
the most competent party to conciliate the 
contending factions, It was of no avail, bow- 
ever, for all plans of reconciliation were an- 
nulled by the stern attitude which France 
assumed and although the hope for reconcilt- 
ation does not appear to be yet entirely aban- 
dened in London, the chances of success are 
very shm, and will probably be annulled ere 
many days are over, 

, THE POSITION OF RUSSIA. 


One of the most powerful Governments in 
existence will lend its moral support to Prus- 
sia in the struggle, although, for obvious rea- 
sons, it will try to keep nentral as long as it 
can. The present iuler of Russia, the Czar 
Alexander 1I., has been the steadfast friend 
of Prussia ever since his accession to the 
thione in 1854. Ie is a near relative of 
King William, and being a man of enhght- 
ened views, his desire has always been to side 
with the party of progress, to which Prussia 
undoubtedly belongs. He'bas shown this 
game disposition in his dealings with the Uni- 
ted States; and aside from all these consider- 
ations he will naturally be more inclined to 
side with the enemy of the power which has 
been the means of Russia’s defeat at Sebas- 
topol — Russia’s neutrality alone is worth a 
great deal to Prussia, on account of her geo- 
graphical position between the Muscovite 
empire and Fiance; but Russia's sympathy is 
worth still more, and cannot be overrated if 
the struggle should assume large dimensions. 

THE SCANDINAVIAN NATIONS. 

Napoleon has made an effort to bring about 
an alliance botween his empire and Denmarly 
Sweden and Norway. It is not known at

this hour what the result of his scheme in|, 


that kirection has been, but the probabilities 
are that his offer will be more or less eagerly 
accepted by the King of Denmark on account 
of the old grudge which that potentate has 
against Prussia for the sake of Schleswig- 
Llolstein, which has been the bone of conten- 
tion between the German States and Den- 
mark for a number of years, and is likely to 
remain so until the latter kingdom becomes 
consolidated with Sweden and Norway asa 
Scandinavian power and abandons all claims 
to a small streak of land which is, in sympa- 
thy more German than Danish, and hardly 
worth all the bloodshed which it has already 
brought about between the two nations. The 
enmity with Denmark will only have a bear- 
ing as far as the free navigation from the Bal- 
tic into the Atlantic is concerned, and Napo- 
leon courts Denmark’s favor, not on account 
of her military or her maritime power, which 
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is very trifling, but on account of the facility 
which her geographical situation offers her 
for interfering with the navigation of Prus- 
sian men-of-war as well as merchant vessels. 


HOLLAND 


Is a small power which will likewise endeavor 
to remain neutral, and is likely to succeed 
better than most European nations. She is 
one of the few powers in Europe which have 
no interest at stake on the question of the 
day; and as long as the King of Holland is 
allowed to remain undisturbed, he would be 
rash to interfere—for a small kingdom has 
never anything to gain when large Powers 
strive for preponderance. Matters are some- 
what different as far as 
THE KINGDOM OF BELGIUM 


Is concerned. Its ruler holds a very disa- 
greeable position in this contest, for a mem- 
ber of his family was accused last week of 
having supported the claims of Leopold, and 
the Government of Brussels has found it nec- 
essary to issue a declaration which was in- 
tended to show that no interference in the 
Spanish crown affair had taken place in that 
quarter. Fear of France doubtless prompted 
that measure, and even now it is likely that 
the stronghold of Antwerp has been fortified 
and made a kind of last resort by the Belgian 
authorities because they are afraid that 
France will use some pretext or other for 
“occupying” a part of Belgian territory, and 
afterwurd forget to withdraw her troops, as 
was the case in Rome many years ago. 
ITALY 

Is likewise in a somewhat awkward position. 
If the true sentiments of her people were 
known, her sympathy would probably prove 
tu be very strongly on the side of Prussia; 
but the King of Italy is not altogether inde- 
pendent ef French favor. He owes his eleva- 
tion to the throne of the peninsula in a great 
measure to Napoleon, for it was the French 
army that decided the Austro-Italian war in 
59, which enabled Victor Emanuel to ascend 
the throne of Italy, while before that time 
he bad merely held the position of King of 
Savoy. The present King of Italy is under 
obligations to Napoleon, and his course may 
be guided by gratitude toward his benefac- 
tor Itis likely, therefore, that Italy ma 
find the means far rémaining strictly neutral. 


THE POSITION OF SWITZERLAND. 


If there is any power in Europe which has 
a right to claim neutrality, itis certainly the 
small republic of Switzerland. It is situated 
between France, the German States and Italy, 
and would be quickly crushed if any of the 
Great Powers should have the audacity to 
interfere with her integrity. The mutual 
jealousy of the European powers is a better 
guarantee for her safety than the largest army 
could ever be; and since no question of suc- 
eession ta the throne is at stake in the land 
which alone in Europe can claim to be free 
many difficulties are removed which would 
otherwise furnish ground for differences be- 
tween the Swiss and other nations. 


THE AUSTRIAN CMPIRE 


Cannot be said to occupy a very exalted posi- 

tion under the pressure of ‘present complica- 

tions. The Emperor Francis Joseph bas not 

fortitude of mind enough to get over his pre- 

Judice against Prussia; he sces in the latter 

power merely the instrument of his humilig- 

tion and defeat four years ago, and hopes to 

be able to regain what is likely to be irrepar- 

ably lost for lim and his dynasty. It bas 

always been the great mistake of the house of 

Hapsburg not to take the progress of the age 

into sufficient consideration, so far as its rul- 

ing power is concerned. To be sure, many 

of the former abuses in regard to religious 

liberty and the arbitrary actions of the relig- 

ious magnates lave been abolished by the 

present Emperor, and he has shown that he 

has a distaste for religious persecution. The 

sclivol system in Austria has likewise exper- 

ienced a decided improvement, But Francis 

Joseph blunders in another direction, He is 

like the rest of his family—ambitious for 

governing. It was merely the desire for 

being an independent ruler which prompted 

Maximilian to depart for the shores of Mex- 
ico, never to return again alive, and his elder 
brother is by no means free from that craving 
for power. “His estates have dwindled down 
considerably since his accession to power in 
1849; but Francis Joseph gained no strength 
by his pussessions in Italy, and ought to be 
glad to be rid of them, He is in danger of 
losing Bohemia if he pursues the course inau- 
gurated by him and adopts a threatening 
attitude in the struggle, in which he has little 
chance of improving his prospects, It is said 
that an Austrian corps of observation has 
been sent to the Prussian frontier, but if he 
should take an active part in the contest, the 
German part of the Austrian Empire might 
be lost to him, and become a part of a future 
German Empire under Prussia’s control, Fran- 
cis Joseph would then be compelled to with- 
draw to Iungary, of which he is the King, 
and become the ruler of the Magyars and the 
Croatians, to the exclusion of aR German 
elemont, 

THE POSITION OF FRANCE TO AUSTRIA. 


Napolcon has certainly not acted toward 
ineredulous and confiding Austria so as to be 
able to claim her co-operation. He left her 
in the lurch in her struggle against Prussia 
in 1866, because he saw there was nothing 
for him to gain, but much to lose. He aban- 
doned an Austrian prince in a foreign coun- 
try, after he had induced him to také.the 
principal hand in the dangerous and fatal 
Mexican game. He brought about a war 
between Austria and Italy, and hisown troops 
fought against Francis Joseph's soldiers, be- 
cause he had the province of Nice to gain 
and put tho King of Italy under obligations 
to him; and how well he carried his point ig 
well known to the student of current events. 
It is hard to seo why Austria should takeany 
part at all in tho present struggle; and the

OUR TRIP TO THE VERDE, 


Which was made week before last, in company 
with Genera} George Stoneman, commander of 
the Military Depu tment of Arizona, Gen Frank 
Wheaton, late commander of the Sub-District of 
Northern Arizona, and now in command of Fort 
Whipple; Col. M. Cogswell, late commander of 
the Sub-District of Southern Arizona, aud now 
Inspector-General of the Department of Arizona; 
Col. ©. W. Foster, late Chief Quartermaster of 
Northern Arizona and now A. Q. M., at Fort 
Whipple; Dr. H. R. Wirtz, Medical Director of 
the Department; A. P. K. Safford, Governor of 
the Territory; John Wasson, Surveyoi-Gencral 
of the Territory, and Mr Herbert Bowers It 
will thus be scen and admitted that we had the 
best of company, and thinking that short sketches 
of each of them will not be out of place in this 
article, we commence with 
THE OHIEF—GEN. STONEMAN, 

Who has a national, yes—a world-wide reputation 
—for gallantry, high-toned honor and gentleman- 
ly bearing, and it is asouiccof regret to us, that 
we are not sufticiently acquainted with his past 
history, to give anything like a correct inkling of 
it. We mnst, however, atate that he entered the 
West Point Military Academy—from bis native 
State, New York, many, vory many years ago, 
graduated with honor, and bas ever since served 
hig country with zeal and abilhty. He was one of 
the first American officers to visit this Territory, 
which be entered while it was still under the Gov- 
ernment of Mexico. When he first visited Tuc- 
son-—the present capital of Arizona—the Mexican 
flag floated over a Mexican garaison there, but flag 
and garrison soon, thereafter, disappeared He 
was stationed in Texas at the breaking out of the 
late war, in command of a Company, the men of 
which ho requested to accompany him north, but 
their sympathies being with the brave childicn of 
the Land of 8un, they refused to comply with his 
request, and he set out alone. His services dur- 
ing the war are well hnown, and have become a 
part of the history of liscountiy. Aftor the war 
—when the flag of the “Jost cause” wag folded 
and laid aside—when the cypresses and magnolias 
of the glorious sunny land over which it had float- 
ed in triumph and defeat—bowed their heads be- 
fore an ill wind, that strewed their leaves upon 
the groves of the heroes who had fallen in its de- 
fense, General Stoneman, as did most brave 6ol- 
diers of the North, forgot the past and was will- 
ing to let by-gohes be by-gones. He was soon 
after, if we recollect aright, appointed Military 
Governor of Virginia, and bad well nigh healed 
the deep scars and furrows which grim war had 
cut into the hearts of Virginia's surviving people, 
when the demoniac, stay-at-home politicians of 
the North, who, during the war hed robbed both 
soldiers and citizens, now, that all peril was passed, 
inaugurated that most cowardly, oppreasive and 
tyaanical warfare upon living and dead Southern- 
ors. Not satistied with knowing that the South 
was n stricken corpse—incapable of hurting or 
even frightening anybody, they wanted said corpse 
mutilated, and beenuse Stoneman would not tm- 
nish his honor, by carrying out their oppressive, 
cowardly paogramme, ho was relieved, and his 
place filled by another. The people of Virgimia— 
grieved therent, aud anxious to show their love 
and esteem for Stoneman, waited upon and re- 
quested him to accept anomination for Governor, 
from the Conservatives of the State. He refused, 
and advised them to rally around their present 
patriotic Governor, Mr. Walker, an advice they 
followed, and which as the sequel has proven, 
was good. At the present time, many Democrats 
of Californiu—a state in which Gen. Stoneman has 
long resided, and is well and favorably hnown— 
talk of nominating him for the oflice of Governor, 
and, while well satisfied that he would sweep that 
State. for the Demociats, and make a good, liberal 
minded Governor for all parties, we really hope 
he will not be nominated, and that, should he be, 
he will not accept. He is here now, and our pco- 
ple want him to stay and perform a work, the ac- 
complishment of which will add more to his lau- 
rels than being Governor of Californla. We mean 
the subjugation and cousequent pacification of the 
hostile Indians, 

Having suid so much about “Old George,” ne 
old soldiers irreyerently, but affectionately, call 
him, we propose to touch him up a little, person- 
ally, and then “return him to duty.” He is tall 
and slim; exceedingly active; methodical; plain 
and easy of approach. He knows all about har- 
nossing a mule, fistening a pack, and, indeed, 
about almost everything else. Ho is temperate, 
just, and except when on a raid, was never known 
to ride a Government mule up or down a steep 
bil]. In his younger days, he used to beat “the 
world,” riding wild mustangs and throwing: the 
lagso, but the “piles” of glory won by him, on 
horseback, in California and the South, now pre- 
vent him from doing hard eervice in the saddle, 
and it ts with difficulty and danger that he rides 
on horseback at all. Suchis the man who now 
commands the Military Department of Arizona. 

GEN, FRANK WHEATON, 


` Is fat, fair, jolly, and about 40. He has been in 
tho Army s long time, and scen muvh hard sory- 
ice. He tolled and fought Indians in this Terri- 
tory long before tho foot of a white man ever trod 
the grass of Whipple valley. During the war, his 
Jace was in Virginia, and he participated in every 
mportant battle. Since coming here, he has lt- 
bored to befriend the whites, and make bad Indi- 
ans better. Ho is a good, intelligent, liberal min- 
dcd officer, and, of course, n gontleman. He likes 
-our country extremely well, 


COL, M. COGSWELL, 


Has been in the Army upwards of 20 years, and 
is a fino type of tho old race of gentlemen. Ho 
has served in New Mexico, and several other outs 
Jandish regions, including this. Blessed with à 
liberal education, good temper and pleasing man- 
nors, his society is worth a great deal. While in 
command of the Southern sub-district, he won 
the applause and esteem of our eltizens by rocon- 
structing bad Apaches and preventing a war with 
the Pimas and Maricopns. “He served with dis- 
tinction in the Jato war; was taken prisoner on 
- the bloody feld of Ball's Bluff, sont to Richmond 
and kept in duranco vile for about three months. 
After the war, he was appointed to rule over the 
ity of Charleston, South Carolina, and so woll 
and faithfully did be perform that delicate task, 
that he won-for himself the love and eateem of 
the Charlestontans, who, when the Colonel was 
about to leave them, mot together and pagscd a 
series of resolutions thanking him for the course 
hio-had porsnoa. He isan American—who “knows

HERBERT BOWERS

of the Territory, for the Terntory, and we hope

TNE OBIECT OF TNE OFFICERS, 
Civil and military, in mahing the trip, was to take 
a view of the country, scan its resources, and 
lenin tts wants Right well did they perform the 
task, as will hereafter be seen 
THE START 
Was made from Fort Whipple, about one o'clock, 
on the afternoon of the 14th ult Previous to 
starting, all partook of a No 1 repast, which was 
served up at headquarters. Thus fortified, no 
time was lost in getting into the vehicles, and 
away we rattled, down Granite Creck, between 
the green hills that skirt it on ather side, We 
took the upper, or hilly road, and were not long 
inrenching the head of Woolsey Valley, where 
we met with a kind reception from Mr and Mra 
Branaman, with whom we conversed until the 
drivers had watered the animale, when word was 
given to proceed. Up to this point, 
THE COUNTRY 
passed over, was hilly, and few farms had been 
seen, but now the green valley with its large ficlds 
of corn, lay spread before, behind and on every 


side of us, inviting rapid motion, and bringing ; Having mentioned ruins and “graveyards,” it 


forth applause from those who had not previously 
beheld it To the south, high aboye us—lay 
stretched out in all its pristine grandeur, the Si- 
erra Prieta range of mountains—clad in green, 
ornamented with noble trees, crowned with lofty 
peaks, and pierced with veins of silver, gold and 
copper, whose great wealth will one day astonish 
the world and make Arizonaa rich and powerful 
State We could scarce keep our cyes off that 
mountain range, in which are ceutered the hopes 
of our people; and in which many of them have 
toiled and suffered. To the North, not far off, the 
Black Hills raised their heads and shut ont from 
view the lofty peaks known as the Bill Williams 
and San Francisco.  Westward—behind us— 
stretched an immense valley—(Chino), over one 
hundred miles in length, and from ten to twenty 
in width, with here and there on either side of it, 
short ranges of mountains, from which high peaks 
ascended and pierced the blue sky. To the Enst, 
the view was equally magnificent, but of a more 
irregular nature—the country boing somewhat 
broken and ragged-looking. The ride down 
Woolsey Valley was a pleasant one, the road be- 


ing hard, level, and fringed with vast ficlds of 
coin. The distance from Pinon Ranch, to the

found the task an easy one. It was soon nh 
and whata sight presented Itselt! True, th wns 
not new to us, who had seen It before, aa Ai 
so to the majority of the party, who uei pigh 
first time, beheld it, and who aah mined 
pleased with it. The gient valley, with H ae 
sands of tich acres of bottom-lands and miles t k 
ter miles of fvot-bills, covered with a thick gt owa 
of nutritious grasses, the 6e1 pentine V erde, an 
the not distant ranges of mountains known ous 
the Mogollon and Massnsaal, were in plain view, 
and not far to the northward, the great Sun Fran- 
cisco, the highest mountain peak in Arizoun, 
reared its proud head high above all other objects. 
While descending the easy grades of the mountain, 
a black speck was discernable, perched upon a 
knoll, in tho centre of the valley, » hich we sur- 
mssed was Camp Verde, Nearer and nearer we 
drew until the rows of adobes and the star-spangled 
banner which floated over them were plainly visi- 
ble. The day was hot, and baying 4 laudable de- 
sire to strike a cool, shudy place, we tinveled fast 
until the Verdo—that noblest, most beautiful of 
mountain atreams—was reached. We were met 
on us banks by Licutenant Cradlebaugh, Third 
Cavalry, who piloted us over the ford. The river 
was lower than we had ever seen it, yet for a dis- 
tance of 50 yards, the water was from one to three 
teet deep, and ran over the gravelly bed with great 
speed Being tired, and in need of something 
u soothing,” we did not cast many glances at the 
big and little fishes which propelled themselves 
through the water,—but straightway made for the 
“ quarters,” where we were agreeably welcomed, 
housed and tahen care of by Col W. H. Brown, 
(the post commander), and his lady, Mr and 
Mrs W ales Arnold, Captain W Hawley, Dr Stel- 
gers, and Lieutenant Cradlebaugh. Lieutenant 
Owens, a valuable officer, under whose aupervi- 
sion the new road was built, was out on a scout, 
and did not return untilthe next day after our 
arrival. Monday came, and found General Stone- 
man unable to accomplish a task he bad lid out 
tor himself—-that of ylewing Captun Hawley's 
“ cut-ott” route, over the Mogollon, to New Mev- 
ico and the Coyotero country But, the day was 
well employed by the General and Ins staff officers 
—Col Cogswell and Dr Wirtz—ia inspecting 
every man and thing in and around the post 
The troops, consisting of a small remnant of Co 
C, zist Infantry, and M troop, Tlurd Cavalry, 
were reviewed. Right well did they perform the 
various evolutions through which Hey were pul, 
and we know that they looked soldier-like, for we 
heard Col, Foster and Dr. Wirtz say so, The 
review being over, General Stoneman thd a noble, 
generous act, by ordermy the chains to be taken 
irom two prisoners—soldiers who had deserted, 
and who, since their arrest and imprisonment, 
several months ago, had worked hard and behaved 
themselves well We were not present when this 
act of clemency was pgrformed, but were told that 
the men almost wept tor joy. Nest day, (Tues- 
day) Governor Safford, Gens Stoneman, Wheaton, 
Cel Cogswell, Col Brown, Capt Hawley, and 
Mr Wasson, mounted thetr horses, and rode out 
to tho summit of the Mogollon chain of moun- 
tains, beyond the steepest hills and worst places 
on Capt Hawley’s route. The day was exceed- 
ingly hot—thermometers at the post, in adobe 
honses, Indicating 1069—and the road viewers 
bad a warm time of it, while riding over hot 
plains and walking up steep hills Gov Safford 
and Gen Wheston suffered considerably, and 
“acknowledged the corn.” The Governor m- 
formed us that he once saw Stonem1n's face turn 
very white, yet he uttered no complaint, on the 
contrary, wifeu the summit was reached, and 
oceans of timber and grass were visible on every 
hand, the great raider gave vent to bis feclings by 
jumping and yelling lik€ an Indian, interspersing 
his yells by such remarks as these —" The most 
beautiful country I have seen in many a day,” 
t“ Grass and water enough in sight for millions of 
stock, and sufficient umber to supply the Pacific 
coast for a century” 

While the road party were soaring and suffer- 
ing, as above, Mrs Brown, Mrs. Arnold, Cols 
Cogswell, Foster, Dr. Wirtz, Lieut. Cradlebaugh, 
Mr Arnold and ourself visited the ruins, “ grave- 
yards" and farms below the post, going down the 
uver as far as Joe Meltvin’s ranch, where we 
helped ourselves to vegetables, ete, and were 
right royally treated by Joc and his better-hulf 


may be well enough for us to explam that the 
bunicrous bluffs along the east side of the river, 
as well as those along Beaver and Clear Crecks— 
kirge streams which empty into the Verde below 
the post —are thickly cov cred with walls of ancient 
buildings, around which a great deal of broken 
pottery, of various colors, lies scattered The 
“yraveyards,’? Col Cogswell and Dr Wirtz 
thought—after prospecting them with pick and 
shovel, and finding neither ashes nor bones—were 
not “graveyards” at all Their theory is, that 
they are old battle grounds, and that the heaps of 
stones were placed on spots only where wainors 
fell Thismay beso But whocantcll®? Nobody, 
we surmise, for the race winch once peopled this 
country has passed away, and left no ivtelligible 
records behind, at least, so far ns known. 
CAMP VERDE 

Was established in 1864, where it now stands, on 
a amall mesa, on the east bank of the Verde, in a 
delta formed by that stream and Beaver Creck 
The houses, of which there area number of fine 
ones, have all been erected by the men of Com- 
pany C, 21st Infantry, under the duection of Col. 
Brown. The roofs are of shingles, which were 
manufactured near Prescott, The post is, in our 


4gun Frio, about four miles—was made in about 
thirty minutes. Upon arriving, Jolin Reese, the 
worthy major doma, busied himeclf in looking af- 
ter the wants of the party, some of whom retired 
to sequestered shades on tho river’s banks, divest- 
od themselves of their clothing, and bathed in the 
coo), clear waters. After supper—which by the 
way, Was a first-rate one, ahalf hour was spent in 
xiewing matters and things around tbis fine ranch, 
and we noticed that the strangers within its gates 
were astonished at secing thousands of dollars 
worth of improved machinery, implements, ete., 
which were snugly housed in an immense corn- 
crib. It being too Inte in the day to visit the flour- 
ing mill, a milo or so below the ranch, all hands 
took seats in the hall of Mr, Bowers’ farm-house, 
and, while the cool, healthy breezes from the Si- 
aira Prieta played with locks of every shade—mat- 
tera were discussed and storles told, with great 
gusto, until the clock struck ten, and all retired 
to rest and sleep. “The ranch’? was up next 
morning, ot peep o’ day; breakfast was served 
and work commenced. Our escort of cavalry, 
which was commanded by Lieutenant Henry 
Ayers, Third Cavalry, took up their line of march 
for the foot-hills, where they rested and grazed 
the animale until our ambulances hove is sight. 
Lieutenant F. H. Dibbles, Twelfth Infantry, with 
twelve or fourteen enlisted men and two guides ~ 
Measrs. Rice and Dickason, hnd reached the1anch 
the evening before, from Whipple, on their way 
to Camp McDowell, to look out a good route for 
a wagon-road, which we hope they hava, ere this, 
found and located, Bidding them nnd ow friends 
of the ranch good-bye, we bounded over the gras- 
sy plain ata fair rate of speed, and were soon 
climbing the low, rounded hills north of Wool- 


opinion, the cleanest, most comfortable one in the 
Territory, and, being in the heart of the Apache 
counti y, is certain to be an important post for 
years to come, 

When the new road to New Mexico is comple- 
ted, as it soon will be, all the rich yalleys of the 
Vorde will be taken up and cultivated, towns will 
be built, and the water of it and its tributaries 
turned to good account. Then, the distance from 
the Verde to Santa Fe will be only about 350 
miles; gnd from Prescott to Santa Fe 400 miles: 
that, too, by a route upon which there is abun. 
dance of timber, grass and water; the longest 
stretch upon which no “living” water has yet 
been found, is not to exceed 25 miles. As work 
will soon be commenced on the road, east of the 
Verde, by the troops, citizens of the county who 
will be benefitted by the opening of the roud 
should aid in its construction, in some way, and 
we call upon them to do so. ,

While stopping 
upon its banks, a few moments, a view waa talen 
of the surrounding country—and a delightful view 
it was. A little whiic and we came to where the 
new road Jeaves the old. We took the former, 
which follows up tha valley of a dry mroyo for 
about a mile, when it leaves it, crosses a rolling 
country and enters a flue forest of pine, oak, cte., 
near fhe cnstern skirt of whicb there isa delight- 
fal stream of pure wator, which has been named 
Chery Creek, upon whose banks wo stopped to 
lunch., Along this stream are many small but 
rich valleys. Lunch being over, we stuntered 
around the hills for a fow moments, and exulted 
over the beauties of nature, as scen in mountain, 
valley and stream. Again, we clambered into the 
vehicles; the mules were started, and we wore off. 
Before us rose a high range of hills, whose sum- 
mit we must gain before looking down upon the 


The Lord looked down onusand sent ash 
of rain yesterday, that wet the ground about EWO 
or three inches. There has boen considerable 
rain up the river, for it is rising. I am busy 
planting corn now. But few farmers have plan- 
ted any yet. Our valley is improving some 
quite a number of houses have been built and 
more land is about to be put under cultivation. 
We are beginning to excite some attention. Our 
old friend Rush, in company with Mr. Bradford 
has opened a store here, Hellings, and Oo. are 
about to open another. Barnett of Wickenburg, 
will be here with goods in two or three weeks,— 
and Judge Haydon about the sime time. So you 
seo, we will probably have a’good chance to buy 
white shirts for ourselves, new dresses for our 
wives, ribons forgweethenris, and toys for the 
children.

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ACCOUNTS OF SUCCESSFUL OPERATIONS AGAINST 
THE APACHES.

The following summary of successful operations against tho Indl- 
ans in this Department, during the past three months, is published for 
general information. Other scouts have been made, creditable aliko 
to officers and men engaged, but not having encountered Indians, no 
results other than scouting and acquiring a topographical knowledge 
of the country having been obtained, special mention of ther fs not 
made, 

Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel G. B. Sanford, left Camp McDowell, A. 
T., in the latter part of April, with an expedition consisting of Troops 
«33,7 Jet Cavalry, Lieutenant Sherman; “RB” 3d Cavalry, Captain 
Meinhold, and Lientenunt Smih ; Company * A 21st Infantry, Brevet- 
Major Collins, — 5 officers and 80 men, nnd moved to Pinal Creek, 
where he established n scouting camp The expedition remuined out 
77 days, and marehed over 500 miles Tho followiug isa brief sum- 
mary of the principal events :— 

The command moved down Tonto Creek and up the Rio Salado 

and crossed to the Pinal Creek, where a large feld of wheat was dis- 
covered and destroyed. On the 30th of April Brovet-Major Collins 
was detached with a portion of the command, consisting of Second 
Lieutenant Smith, 3d Savalts, and 25 men from “ E” troop, Ist Cav- 
ay; 25 men from “ B ” troop, 3d Cavalry, and 3 men of Company 
“4,” 21st Infantry. with citizen Murphy as guide. Moving in an 
easterly direction sad striking a trail he followed it for 8 miles, and 
camo on a rancheria where large quantities of mescul, seeds, etc., 
were fonnd and destroyed, the Indians having abandoned it but a few 
honis before its discovery. Pushing on about 8 miles further, he dis- 
covered the Indians, whom he charged, and succeeded in killing 9, 
und capturing 4, destroying large quantities of mescal, bashets, seeds, 
etc. In returning to where he struck the first raacheria, he discovered 
three Indians, and sneceeded in killing two, and returned to camp 
(on Pinal Creek) the next day having been ont twenty-four houra, 
marching 45 miles, and succeeding in killing 11 Indians and capturing 
4, besides destroying a large amount of property of great value to 
the Indians. Major Collins makes special mention of Lieutenant 
Smith, 3d Cavalry, and Sergeant Samuel Ferguson, Troop * E,” Ist 
Cavalry. 
The loaa of “B?” troop, 3d Cavalry. being in bad condition, and 
the Infantry having been constantly marching, Colonel Sanford re- 
placed ° B” troop, with “E” troop, 3d Cavalry, Captain Sutorius, 
and Company “A,” with “G,” of the 2lst Infantry, Lieutenant J. M. 
Ross; 110 men in all (including “ E” troop, Ist Cavalry, which was 
not relieved). 

On the 24th, near Cannon Creek, for the purpose of moving with 
greater rapidity, the pack train was placed in a secure position, and 
left in charge of Lieutenant Hogs, witha guard of 50 men. Colonel 
Sanford started at two o'clock a.t, on the 25th with balance of com- 
mand, and moved in an easterly direction towards the Black Mesa. 
About d@ylight on crossing the Arroyu Colorado, evidences were dis- 
covered of the Apaches being present in large numbers; also corn 
fields etc. Just betore sunrise the command entered u large fertile 
valley, bordering a beautiful stream of water. and almost immediately 
discovered a raucheria, and then otbers The command was at once 
deployed and ordered to charge, © which they did with a will” 
Rancheiias were found in various directions, and the men seattered 
in pursuit. About 10 a.w., the command was re-united, when 21 In- 
diang were found to have been killed, and 12 prisoners taken, also 
three horses and three mules captured ; large quantities of articles 
valuable to Indians vere destroyed The valley for miles was planted 
with con The command then returned scouting through Turkey 
Valley, crossing Sombiero Butte, Salt River, Rio Pinto uud Tonto 
Creek, The result of the expedition being as follows: — 

Apaches killed, .. 33 Captured,.... 16. 

Animals captared, Horses ...3. Mules .3, 
besides having destroyed large fields of wheat and corn, and numer- 
ous stores of value to the Indians. In the rancherias on the Chevicou 
the scalp of a white man was found, and numerous articles which had 
been taken from citizens and soldiers. 

Colonel Sanford reports that all the men engaged conducted them- 
selves in a highly creditable manner and mentions the following as 
having come specially under bis notice.

On the 29th of May, Lieutenant Cushing, 3d Cavalry, with Lieuten- 
ant Smith, 3d Cavalry, 1t men of * B? and 20 men of © F.” troops, 
3d Cavalry, and 30 men of OK” troop Ist Cavalry, started in pursuit 
of a band of Indians who had attacked and captured a Wagon train, 
and killed aome cidzens near Canon del Oro, on the road between 
Tucson and Camp Grant. Having discovered the trail, it was fol- 
lowed fora distance of about 170 miles, when in the afternoon of the 
4th of June, having reached the top ofthe Apache Mountains, dis- 
covering signs of being in their vicinity, the command was withdrawn 
down the eastern slope of the mountains into camp, without having 
been discovered. At midaight the command moved towards the 
point where the camp fires were seen, crossing the summit and moving 
down the western slope. within about three miles of the rancberia, 
where the command was divided, Lieutenant Cushing leading the di- 
rect attack, and Lieutenant Smith moving on the flank. At daylight 
on the morning of the Sth, the attack was made ; in thirty minutes 
the rancheria was struck by Lieutenant Cushing's party ; the Indians 
taken by surprise, ran down a canon where they were met by Lien- 
tenant Smith and his party, and many killed. "The Indian‘dead laid 
scattered in every direction, thirty (30) being counted in the immedi- 
ate vicinity, many more however, were reported as killed by the men 
and the two guides.” “From the rugged nature of the ground where 
the rancheria was situated, it is more than probable that many Indi- 
ans were killed which were not seen by the commanding officer.”

Von Beust, may possibly prevail upon the 
Emperor to desist from any hostile move- 
ments against Prussia, or participation in the 
operations of the French army. 


THE UNITED STATES IN THE PRESENT CRISIS. 


If the latest reports by telegraph are true, 
a French fleet\may soon attack the islands of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, with a view toward 
securing possession of those colonies. This 
is a measure, which we must look forward to 
in the course of the war, for the gencrally- 
adopted principles of modern warfare Jegalize 
the capture of the enemy's territory or prop- 
erty in whichever part of the world it may 
be found, so long as it can be acquired with- 
out infringing on the rights of neutrals. It 
France, attacks the Antilles, itis said the 
Unifed.- States Government will interfere. 
The probability, however, is that Napoleon 
will not: care about creating for himself a 
new and powerful enemy by giving offense to 
the, United States, and that he will not at 

resent issue an order to attack the Spanish 
slands in the West Indies. 


THE ACTUAL WAR MOVEMENT. 


We are informed that French troops have 
left Paris for the Rhine, and that the Prus- 
sian army 16 concentrating in the vicinity of 
Trers and Mayence. The latter place is a 
strong fortress, and likely to become the 
most important one in a stragetical point of 
view. General Moltke, the same officer who 
had the supreme command during the war of 
1866, has his headquarters at that place, and 
is again invested with the very responsible 
position of Commander-in-Chiet of the Ger- 
man armies. France will be the aggressive 
power, and itis believed that a part of the 
French army have already crossed the Rhine 
and invaded German territory. This is just 
what Bismarck and the military authorities 
of Prussia wish; for the invading army always 
labors under difficulties of which the oppo- 
site party knows nothing. With a wide 
river like the Rhine, extraordinary precautions 
have to be taken by the commander of a large 
army in order to keep his retreat oper, and 
the consequences are apt to be most disas- 
trous if any delay occurs in the eventuality 
of an evacuation of the enemy’s country. 
The Prussians are aware of their advantage 
in that respect, and will be quite willing to 
see the war mainly carried on in the territory 
bordering on the Rhine. The operations of 
the French will suit the ambition of the 
French army and people. The Rhine provin- 
ces, situated on the left bank of the river, are 
what Napoleon 1s striving to possess. He 
desires to establish what is called the natural 
boundary, and the easiest way for him to 
accomplish it will be the occupation of that 
part of Germany, provided the Prussian army 
allows him to operate extensively in that 
direction. The Emperor is to take the field 
in person, as Commander-in Chief; but Gen- 
eral MacMabon seems to be the man who 
will take the lead in the coming campaign. 
Ile is ably assisted by General Leboeuf; and 
if we compare the two armies, which will 
soon meet for a death struggle, it is hard to 
say which will gain the upper hand. They 
are both splendidly drilled and well armed, 
their leaders are men of experience and 
knowledge, and whatever the science of 
wholesale killing can dois sure not to be 
neglected in the coming struggle. At first 
the chief attention will be concentrated on 
the Rhine, but itis very likely that the 
ports situated on the Baltic—as, in fact, all 
the German ports—will be more or less affec- 
ted by the conflict. The French fleet off 
Brest has sailed with sealed orders, so as to 
make n descent on some of the more accessi- 
ble ports of North Germany. 


THE ARMY AGAINST SPAIN. 


An army corps has been detached for oper- 
ations along the Spanish frontier. It does 
not promise to play an important part just at 
present, unless the Spanish authorities feel 
strong enough to risk an open encounter with 
French troops, which is rather unlikely, for 
the cream of the Spanish army is in Cuba, 
and it is therefore probable that Spain will 
keep herself on the defensive, and wait for 
the development of events before she takes a 
prominent part in military operations. 


THE PRUSSIAN NEEDLE-GUN 

This weapon, which was used so effectively 
by the Prussians in the war with Austria, 
was invented as long ago as 1809, by Pauli; 
and later, in 1827, a needle-gun, similar to 
the one adopted by tho Prussians, was sub- 
mitted to the Russian Government by John 
Nicholas Dreyse, but not adopted. It was a 
muzzle-loader, but it embraced the needle 
and the fulminate, which constitute the prin- 
cipal features of the present needle-gun. 
Dreyes was encouraged by Frederick William 
II. of Prussia to coptinue his experiments, 
and in 1836 he perfocted the present needle- 
gun, which may now be considered the na- 
tional firearm of Prussia. It is somewhat 
complicated in its construction, and objec- 
tionable on some accounts, but is nevertheless 
avery effoctive weapon, and is preferred by 
many military men to any other in use. The 
length of the Prussian gun, including the 
bayonet, is six feet four inches, being the 
longest in use in Europe. The barrel has 
four grooves, the spiral of rifling being one 
turn in forty inches, which is nearly twice 
that of the Enfield rifle. The weight of the 
solid ball is 451 grains, and of the charge of 
powder sixty-five grains. The picce is dis- 
charged by means ofa needle attached to a 
bolt, with a small iron knob upon it instead 
ofa hammer. This knob is a portion of the 
breech which can either be turned in the oyl- 
indrical breech-receiver, or bo made to slide 
longitudinally. The cartridge, which is en- 
cased in papor, is inserted at the breech. 
The powder is first placed in the bottom of 
the paper case, then follows a compressed 
paper Babot, which cleans the bore of the gun 
and in which is fitted the bullet. The fulmi- 
nate is placed in front of the gunpowder, and 
between it.and the sabot. The needle is 
attached*to the needle-bolt, which slides with 
the lock, and thig, latter slides within the 
Brevth; There is an air chamber in the rear 
of and in communication with the cartridge 
chamber of the barrel, around the front part 
of the “needie-bolt. Tho main: aspting, by 
whichithe needle is shot forward, is of spiral 
form, ard: coiled around the needle-bolt in 
the rear of the collar. This collar forms a 
catch for tho sere, and thus keeps the bolt

drawn back when the hammer, or lock, is 
cocked. Inthe same piece with the sere is 
the sere-spring, at the end of which is the 
trigger. In loading the gun, the needle-bolt 
is drawn back by the nob so that the car- 
tridge may be inserted in its chamber. When 
it is fired tho necdle first réccives the guil- 
powder but does not fire it until it enters 
the fulminate, when the explosion instantly 
takes place. This fulminate, or “gundspiegel ” 
is a secret of the inventor, and possesses some 
power by means of which ignition takes 
place the instant the needle is brought into 
contact with it. Certainly it is different 
from ordinary fulmmating compounds, and 
no other ammunition than that made ex- 
pressly for this gun can be used. 


THS CHASSEPOT. 


The chassepot isa breech-loading needle- 
gun, but differing somewhat in its mechanism 
from that adopted by Prussia. It isa French 
invention, made by M. Alphonse Antoine 
Chassepot, who was formenly head viewer of 
the Central Depot of Paris, and who was 
afterward rewarded for his discovery with 
the title of Chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 
The success of the Prussian needle gun led 
the French Emperor to appoint a.commission 
of military men to examine the various wea- 
pons offered, and select the most perfect one 
for the use of the French army. The Chasse- 
pot was thus selected, and became the na- 
tional firearm of France. It is about four feet 
three inches in length, and weighs a trifle 
less than nine pounds. It is ritled with four 
spiral grooves, turning from left to right, and 
going once around im the space of twenty-one 
and a half inches. Its caliber is 433-1000ths 
ofan inch. The needle is fixed in the end of 
a bolt, which slides inside the breech, and is 
shot forward into the fulminate in the car- 
tridge, by which means the piece is dis- 
charged. The mechanism 3s a little less com- 
plicated, perhaps, than tbat of the Prussian 
needle-gun, and the cartridge is more per- 
fectly formed The principal advantages 
claimed for the Chassepot consist in the 
greater rapidity with which it may be dis- 
charged and its greater cleanliness. It may 
be fired at the rate of twelve times in a min- 
ute, for about four minutes, when the rate ts 
slackened, as the soldier becomes fatigued, 
and it may be discharged 150 times or so 
without requiring to be cleaned. The Prus- 
sian needle-gun requires frequent cleaning, 
and cannot be fired so rapidly. The Chassc- 
pot cartridge is completely consumed, and 
the closing of the breech 1s so perfect that 
none of the gases escape, but are utilized in 
propelling the bullet But there is one ser- 
1ous drawback in using this weapon, as it 1s 
found that, after rapid firing for some time, 
it becomes so hot as to be dangerons. Un- 
Jess this defect shall be overcome, the useful- 
ness of the Chassepot as an effective military 
arm will be seriously questioned, und it may 
have to give way, before the present Euro- 
pean waris closed, to the Enfield, Spencer, 
Beedan, or some other brcech-loading rifle. 
The superiority of the necdle and fulminate 
over the percussion cap 13 by no means gen- 
erally admitted, especially 1a America.

And a corps of gens d'armes, quartermasters 
and other non-combatant forces which will 
swell the total force of that Empire to 757,- 
898 men. This is not, however, an entirely 
reliable figure, for in case of war the compa- 
nies can be filled up to their regular quota, 
so that the French army which is ready to 
take the field will probably amount to not 
less than 850,000 men. 

It should be remembered, however that 
France’s able-bodied population will be al- 
most entirely exhausted if she puts fhe above 
number of men into the field, while Germany 
will only have furnished her contingent of 
young men of the ages of twenty-one to twen- 
ty-four years for the field by sending an equal 
number of men to the front. It1s interesting 
to notice the numerical strength of the rest 
of the European powers which are likely to 
become involved in the impending struggle, 
or which are, at all events, deeply interested 
in the question of tho day.

PRUSSIA’S NAVY. 

The navies of Europe compare as follows: 
The Prussian fleet is composed of 3 iron-clad 
steam frigates, with 55 pieces of artilery ; 2 
iron-clad vessels, with 7 pieces of artillery; 5 
iron clad corvettes of 28 guns each, 2 mail 
vessels, with 6 pieces of artillery ; 2 transport 
vessels, 3 harbor vessels, 8 gunboats of the 
first order, with 3 guns each; 14 gunboats of 
the second order, with 2 guns each. There 
18 quite a number of first class steam vessels 
in course of construction, which will now be 
put into fighting trim without delay. The 
Confederation has, besides the above enume- 
rated steamers, 3 sailing frigates of 40, 38 and 
26 guns respectively; 2 brigs of 16 guns, 1 
brig of 6, and 4 boats for harbor duties. 

FRENCH NAVY., 

France had, according to the late official 
reports, 12 iron-clad steamships of war, 16 
iron-clad frigates, 26 mixed frigates, 69 cor- 
vettes, 75 transports, 29 swimming batteries 
for coast defenses, and a fleet of 104 steam- 
ers intended for river navigation, mahing a 
grand total of 331 steamers. The fleet of 
sailing vessels amount to about 75 crafts. 
There are, moreover, 11 additional iron-clad 
fiigates, 2U corvettes and 21 vessels for river 
duty in course of construction. 

BRITISH NAVY 


Great Britain had at the end of last year, 
47 iron-clad steamships, 3 extra strong 1ron- 
clad turret ships, 47 frigates, and a 
number of minor vessels, numbering, (n all, 
400 crafts. There are but 5 sailing frigates, 
1 sloop and 22 mortar ships left. 

AUSTRIAN NAVY. 

The navy of Austrais composed of 8 iron- 
clad steamers, 8 wooden screw steamer, 2 
serew schooners, 7 gunboats, 14 sidewbcel 
steamers, l rron-clad battery There are in 
all 47 steamers, with 666 guns; 16 saihng 
vesels, with 183 guns; and 34 stationary 
crafts, with 117 guns. 


OTHFR NAVIES 


Austria is also constructing a number of 
first class steamers for immediate service. 

Spain has 6 iron-clad frigates, with 194 
guns, .9 frigates, of 40 to 50 guna each; 3 
side-wheel steamers, with 50 guns in all. 

Portugal boasts of 7 corvettes, with 96 guna; 
7 minor steamers, with 31 guns; 6 gunboats, 
with 19 guns; 25 sailing vessels, of various 
sizes and descriptions. 

Italy has 2 first-class frigates, 7 second- 
class fmgates, 3 gunboats, and 3 iron-clad 
frigates in course of construction. 

Holland has 14 monitors, partly built or in 
course of construction; 8 steamers of vari- 
ous sizes, with 30 guns; 55 wooden screw 
steamers, with 683 guns, 11 side-wheel steam- 
ers, with 60 guns; and 70 sailing vessels, 
with 666 guns 

Russia has a total number of 245 steamers, 
with 2,242 guns; and 48 sailing vessels, with 
73 guns 

The number of crafts ready for active serv- 
icc in the United States is estimated at 75 
vessels, with 826 guns.

To make the Tertitory of Arizena a sepa nte sur- 
vesing district, and to establish the ofllee of 
Surveyor General therin, 

Be tt enacted by the Senate and Honse of Rep- 
resentatnes of the United States of Americam 
Congress assembled, That the Tenitory of Arizona 
jsshereby created a separate surveying district, 
and that the President, by and with the congent 
of the Senate, shall be, and herchy Is, anthorized 
to appoint a Fury yor General for the Tenitory, 
whose annual salary shall be thice thousand dol- 
lars and whose power, authority, and duties shall 
be the same ag those provided by law for the Sur- 
veyor Gencin? of Oregon. We shall have proper 
allowances for clerk dure, office rent and fuel, and 
he shqll locate bis ofliee [rom time to thine at such

HOW BILL WILLIAMS WAS KILLED | 


The following account of the death of Bill 
Williams we have been permitted to copy 
from the note book of Dr, II. R. Wirtz, Med- 
ical Director of Arizona. Bill Williams’ Moun- 
tain is a grand feature in the scenery of our 
Territory, and the old mountain-man and 
hunter is well known to all of us, at least by 
reputation: 


In the witter of 1849, Col. Fremont was un 
the plains east of the rocky mountains, en- 
deavoring to find Cochetope pass, by him and 
Mr, Benton considered to be the’ best pass 
through which to construct a railroad to Cal- 
ifornia. At that time I was'on duty at ‘Taos, 
in the northern part uf New Mexico, and one 
evening while several of us, officers and citi- 
zens, wore enjoying ourselves at a convivial 
meeting at Kit Casos house, in walked 
Col. Fremont. Le was pale and emaciated, 
and had a sad story to tel] Ihis party were 
in the upper valley of the Rio Del Norte, 
exhausted by hunger and cold, and unable to 
move, he alone having had strength enough 
to reach the settlements. 

So far as I could learn ftom disinterested 
persons, the disaster that attended Fremont’s 
last capedition resulted as follows: Fremont 
had started with thirty men, and on approach- 
mg the Rocky Mountains, Bull Wilhams was 
acting as chief guide For some reason I 
never could fairly understand, Bill Willams 
lost the confidence of Fremont, and a discus- 
sion having arisen as to which was the proper 
course to take to get through Cochetope pass, | 
Fremont took the advice of a man named 
Godin, a hunter and mountain-nan, but 
young and ineapcrenced compared with the 
yeteran Williams This Godin was copse- 
quently put in the advance, and Bill Wil- 
hams sent to the rem 

The new guide led the party up a gorge on 
the eastern face of the mountams, which he 
called Cochetope, though Bull Williams re- 
monstrated and mmeted he was wrong The 
gage soon proved to be a blind pass, a terri- 
fle snuw storm came on; to tuin bich was 
about as hopeless as to advance, mule after 
mule died or strayed off the track, provisions 
became scarce and finally gave out, the last 
pack animals were killed for food, and at last. 
with frozen hmbs and won downehy tol 
and hunger, the expedition crossed the divide 
and found themselves im the valley of the 
Rio Del Norte. A cache was now made of 
what few instruments they bad preserved, 
together with the records of the expedition. 
The last particle of mule meat was gone, 
buss and crickets were sought for under 
stones; parflecke and moccasins were boiled 
and chewed, till at length, unable to move 
further, they buddled around the scanty 
camp fire to die, Fremont himself had suf- 
fered less than the others, and he resolved to 
start off alone and seck relief He managed 
to reach Colorado settlement, partook of some 
refreshments, and then rede mto Taos 

As soon as possible a pack train was started 
out to the suffering travelers, and when our 
wen reached them their condition was truly 
piteonus. The survivors bad commenced de- 
vouring one of their dead companions, and 
insanity, which follows starvation and pre- 
cedes death, was yiible im many a wretched 
countenance. 

Afiet the miserable remnant of Fremont’s 
unfortunate party had somewhat recovered 
their strength, it was resolved to return to 
the cache and remove the records and instru- 
ments that had been buried. Bill Williams 
and Dr, Kern volunteered for this duty, and 
left Taos accompanied by twelve Meaicans, 

About this time. the Ute Indians had been 
committing some depredations on the Mem- 
can settlers on the upper Del Norte, and an 
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his figure somewhat bent, Ho bad a fino 
profile, and a quick, restless eye, with strong 
marks of humor about his mouth, i 
_ Lake most mountain men, old Bill had 
imbibed some of the superstitions of the In- 
dians, and he had a firm belief, founded on 
what had been told him in a dream, that if 
ever a bear laid its paw on him, he would be 
killed by an Indian. Strange to say, before 
he started to open Fremont’s cache, he told 
me and several of his friends that be had 
dreamed a bear had laid its paw on his shoul- 
der. But as it was only a dream, and not an 
actual occurrence, the old man did not seem 
to pay much attention toit. Ina week after 
he had an Indian bullet im his brain. 


Riding over New Jersey a few days since 
a friend pointed ont the site of an “outlook 
station.” ‘the term was new, but referred 
to a point where formerly was built a small 
turret in which was placed a telescope, ahd 
over this a signal board. Thirty-five and 
more years ngo these stations were at inter- 
vals of twenty miles between New York and 
Philadelphia, and messages were regularly 
transmitted from city to city by them. The 
plan was, for the message to be placed in very 
large letters on the signal board, and then 
the operator at the next station looking 
through his telescope conid reach it. He 
would then place it on his “signal board,” 
and the next would repeat the process, and 
then the next, and so on till the other city 
was reached. 


LETTER FROM WICKENBURG. 


Wickrennurc, Yavapai County, 
Arizona, Aug. 10, 1870. 
To the Evlitor of the Arizona Miner: 

A wedding occuried here to day, and the 
parties to it are Miss Cora A. Kelsey and 
Charles W. Beach. Miss Kelsey is the daugh- 
ter of one of the sub-Superintendents of the 
Vulture mine, and but a few months ago 
came to the Territory. Shes captured a 
good man, and, no doubt, he has an excellent 
wife. 

Postmaster Barnett has temporarily let a 
contract to Messrs, Block & Hellings to carry 
the mail once a-week between here and Tue- 
son. Under this contract, the first mail left 
for Tucson July 25, and two since, and one 
will be sent cach week hereafter. Tt is over 
the old ronte, zza McDowell, Florence and 
Grant. Price, same as the old contract. It 
is personally managed by Mr. Gibson, who is 
running a four mule coach, and puts passen- 
gers through in four days from here to Tuc- 
son Tt is a grand improvement over the old 
buck-board. 

I passed Date Creck yesterday, and found 
everybody strong inthe faith that the Apache 
Mohaves, who recently made a visit of peace 
there, mean good cainest, and to-day I met 
Messrs Ly tle, Graves and others, just in from 


Probably in no direction has there been 
more marked improvement than in this sphere 
of discovery. A piece of thefirst telegraph 
wire used by Professor Morse in his experi- 
ments, at his home, at Speedwell, is in my 
possession.

The murderers however took possession of 
the mules and packs, and ordered the Mexi- 
cans to remain where they were til] morning. 

Thus died Bill Williams—a fair specimen 
of the old mountain-man—a set of men now 
neatly extinct; a set of men who possessed as 
warm hearts, 28 noble purposes, and as cour- 
agcotis spirits as could be found in any state 
of society.

The ‘Trade of Arizona. 
Me oN 


The Miner, of last week, copied, from the 
Los Angeles (California) News, of a recent 
date, a well-considered article, entitled * Rail- 
ronda and San Francisco,” in which the wri- 
ter showed, plainly, that unless San Francisco 
speedily loosens her purse-strings, and con- 
structs a railroad to Los Angeles, the trade 
of Arizona will, in a short time, pass, forever, 
from her hands. Wo fully agree with the 
News, Indeed, we feel warranted in assert- 
ing that unless a railroad is speedily construc- 
ted from San Francisco to some point on the 
Colorado river, not only San Francisco, but 
Los Angeles, San Bernardino, San Diego and 
all other points in California with which we 
now trade, will lose our custom. And our 
people will not be to blame for turning their 
trade in another and cheaper channel, as they 
cannot possibly afford, much longer, to sacri- 
fice their interests by dealing with unfair, 
high-priced dealers. The merchants of San 
Francisco may sneer at this, pronounce it idle 
talk, and comfort themselves with the foolish 
notion that our trade does not amount to 
much anyway. But, should they do so, the 
day is not far distant when they will-regret 
having acted so foolishly. Our trade does 
amount to considerable, and is all the time 
increasing. 

The Mews, makes one mistake when it says 
that Denver, Colorado, is about the same 
distance from Prescott as its own city of Los 
Angeles, for while the latter place is but 
about 420 miles from us, the former is distant 
about 800 miles. But that is neither here 
nor there, as our trade is not going to Den- 
ver. Our merchants will purchase goods in 
cities further cast than Denver, and have 
them shipped by rail to the end of the Kansas 
Pacific, thence to Prescott, by wagon, over a 
route superior, in several respects, to either 
of those connecting us with California. Or, 
they will buy their goods in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, for less prices than those that rule in 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, and can have 
them freighted to their doors for about six 
cents per pound, currency, which is just 
about one-third as much as the price we have 
to pay for having goods brought here from 
the beach, near Los Angeles. Then, when 
we take into consideration, the fact that the 
Kansas Pacific Company are pushing their 
road towards us all the time; that San Fran- 
cisco is making no effort to connect herself 
with us by rail; that hor merchants charge 
nearly three times as much for articles which 
we use as do those of St. Louis, it does not 
take a prophet to foresce the result, 

To illustrate the great difference between 
San Francisco and St. Louis prices, it is but 
necessary for us to state that our agent in the 
former city recently purchased a small bill of 
goods, one article in the bill being a slice 

galley, 18x25, worth, in San Francisco, seven 
dollars and fifty cents, gold. This price 
struck us as being enormons, and we straight- 
way opened the price list of the St. Lous 
Type Foundry, from which we saw thats 
similar galley to that which had cost us $7.50 
gold in San Francisco, could have been bought 
in St. Louis for two dollars and fifty cents, 
currency ! 


From Salt River. 


Messrs. Stephens, Kennison, Flournoy and 
two other gentlemen, arrived home from 
Phoenix, Salt river, early tha present weck, 
with several wagons, laden with barley. They 
say the Salt river country is certain to be- 
come the garden of the Territory,—land be- 
ing plenty and good, and water abundant for 
irrigating purposes. Over 100 strangers had 
recently arrived, and were prospecting the 
valleys for tho best locations. The people 
down there are cager to cultivate moro inti- 
mate relations with us of the mountains, and 
to that end arein favor of helping in the 
construction of the proposed new wagon- 
road. The party applaud Messrs. Swilling, 
Alsap, and Osborne, for their kindness and 


hospitality.. Mr. Flournoy informs us that a 
party of Pima and Maricopa Indians were 
about to start out u a baptising raid 
mong the heathen Apaches, The Pimas 
and Maricopas baptize Apaches in blood.

The Coyotero Reservation. 


. 


It will be seem by the subjofmed letter and 
orders, which we publish for the information 
of the public, that our Coyotero “friends” 
to the east have had pretty extensive hunt- 
ing grounds set apart fur their uses and pur- 
poses, and that no white man, Negro or 
Mongolian, will be permitted to settle inside 
the lines of the region of country thus de- 
voted to the development and“ sustenance of 
these untutored savages. 

The order does not state that the land in 
question is to be given to the Indians for a 
reservation, but that, we believe, is the idea 
and intention of the government, for, to think 
that Camp Ord (now-Camp Mogollon), would 
require so much land fora post reserve, would 
be preposterous. 

We have traveled over a goodly share of 
this reservation, and know that it contains 
within its boundaries large streams, rich 
mesa and valley lands, a great deal of timber, 
and perhaps rich mines. It is sufficiently 
large to furnish “homes” for, and plenty of 
elbow room to, all the hostile savages in the 
Territory, and although it is, to our notion, 
the finest grazing and agricultural region in 
the Territory, our citizens would, we think, 
be well satisfied to let the Indians have it; 
provided, that they (the Indians), would re- 
main upon it and use it for good purposes. 
It will be noticed that the northern line of 
the reservation follows the southern edge of 
the Black Mcsa, by which is meant, we pre- 
sume, the southern edge of the Sierra Blanco 
and Mogollon ranges of mountains,so that 
the magnificent parks of the Sierra Blanco, 
and all the fine timber, etc., of both ranges 
are left free to be gobbled by civilized peo 
ple. Of course, the future conduct of the 
different bands composing the Coyotero na- 
tion, will have great influence upon deter- 
mining whether or not they will be allowed 
to enjoy their possessions in peace. They 
now profess friendship for Government and 
people, and we should rejoice were they to 
prove their friendship by working upon the 
feelings, or heads—we don’t care which—of 
their villainous neighbors and relatives—the 
Pinals, and those Indians who follow the lead 
of the vindictive, but brave and able savage, 
Ca-cheis. 

In closing our remarks, we wish to remind 
our readers that the Coyoteros were brought 
to this wholesome state of feeling by the se- 


vere cist‘gati m: ii flictod upon the» by such 
brave oflicers as Colonels Green and Sanford.

to the crest of the Apache Mountains—following 
said crest down tho Salt River to Pinal Creek, and 
thence up the Pinal Creck to the top of the Pinal 
Mountains; thence following the creat of tho Pi- 
ual range to the Cordilleras de la Gila, the Alma- 
gia Mountains, and other mountains bordermg 
the porth bank of the Gila River to the New Mex- 
ican boundary, near Steeple Roch ; thence follow- 
ingsaid boundary north to its intersection with 
the south edge of the Black Mesa, the starting 
point. ; }

in these limits, as'they arc liable to be ejected,

In addition to this number of draft animals, each Cavalry Trop 
will be allowed Ofteen mules, to be considered and used as pack ani- 
mals. These mules will be turned over to, and receipted for by the 
respective troop commanders, andjwill be borne and accounted for on 
their return of * Horses, etc.” All mules in excess of the number sl- 
lowed, at each of the posts of Yuma, Cady, Colurado and Mojave, witt 
be sold at auction after due advertisement, and all mules in excess of 
the number allowed, at exch of the posts of Iluatpal, Date Creek, 
Whipple and Verde, will be sent to Camp Verde, and tnrned over to

Duration of Late European Wars, 


In the Orimean warof 1858—6, Turkey de- 
clared war against Russia October 5th, 1853. 
Russia declared war against Turkey Novem- 
ber lst. France and England declared war 
against Russia March 27th and 28th, 1854. 

e battle of Alma was fought September 
20th; battle of Balacklava, October 25th; 
battle of Inkerman, November 5th. Sardima 
joined the allies January 26th, 1855. The 
Malakoff was taken by the French Septem- 
ber 8th. Sweden joined the allies November 
2lst; and hostilities were suspehded Febru- 
ary 29th, 1856. The wars between the 
Western Powers and Russia lasted two yenrs 
lacking one month. . 

The Italian war of 1859 was begun by the 
rejection of the Austrian ultimatum by Sar- 
dinia April 26th. The Austrians crossed the 
Ticino April 27th. The French entered Ge- 
noa May 3d. The battle of Montebello was 
fought May 20th; battle of Magenta, May 
30th and 31st; and the battle of Solferino 
June 24th. The peace of Villa-Franca was 
signed July llth. Hostilities were active 
but ten weeks. 

The Schleswig-Holstein war of 1864 began 
by the invasion of Schleswig by the Prussians 
February lst. The Prussians took Duppel 
April 18th, and Alsen July 9th, The treaty 
of peace between Denmark and Germany was 
signed at Vienna October 80th. Actual hos- 
tilities covered a space of twenty-two weeks. 

The German Italian war of 1866 was begun 

by Prussia June 14th. Italy declared war 
against Austria June 20th. The battle of 
Oustozza was tought June 24th, and the bat- 
tle of Sadowa July 3d. ‘The treaty of peace 
between Prussia and Austrian was signed at 
Prague, August 23d,‘and between Austria 
and Italy at Vienna, October 4th. Actual 
hostilities between the belligerents lasted 
only five weeks, —£z. 


Anaheim, 


We learn from the San Bernardino Quar- 
dian of the 30th ult., that a movement was

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| Letter from Phenix, 

Puasix, A. T., Aug. 13, 1870, 
To the Editor of’ the Arizona Miner: 

Upwards of thirty Pimag and Maricopas, 
with one citizen of this neighborhood, named 
Engene Carter, passod here yesterday on 
their return from a raid of a week against the 
Pinals, They report one fight, in which they 
killed two Pinals, and destroyed a large 
ranchcria, One of the paitys had a largo 
bundle of tanned buekskins, and much other 
propetty of more or less value, was in posses- 
sion of various ones, It is well known that 
these raids are quite common, and to them 
and Camp McDowell this flourishing settle- 
ment feels indebted for the security of life 
and property enjoyed They have made this 
section unsafe for Apaches, and the latter 
have rarely attempted depredations therein. 
There are many similar illustrations of the 


great practical value of the hostility of one 
tube towards another 
In this connection, I deem at proper to: 
observe that, to insure peace with the Apache | 
Mohaves, they must be permitted and encour- 
aged to fight the Pinals and Tontos when- 
ever and whereser the latter appear upon any 
of the highways or parts of country upon 
Which the former ave expected to preserve 
ithe peace Jt was doubtless from good mo- 
| tives that an exaction was made of the Apache 
Mohaves to maintain the peace along thorough- | 
fares upon the houders of the Pinal and Fonto 
ranges, coupled with the condition that when ! 
any depredations Were committed the guilty 
ones must be brought mtoa mihtary post 
and a formal report of the Greuvaistances 
| made, But, should ant contingency atise in 
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deep by twenty-eight wide, Work has com- 
meuced, and save at near the river,plows and 
scrapers will be made to do a large sharé of 
the work, It will bo'partially opened at once 
and enlarged just as fast as demanded, 
though from the rapidity with which popu- 
lation is coming in, it is believed the whole 
capacity will be requifed within a twelve- 
month. ° t 

Digging wells has commenced. One of six- 
teen feet, has a large supply of delicious wa- 
ter, At present the ditches supply nearly 
every demand of man, beast and crop. 

John M. Olyany has just received the ap- 
pointment of Postmaster, and the news is 
very welcome, There are several hundred of 
a population now, and it is to be hoped that 
they will be punctually supplied with at least 
a weekly mail. 

Two towns have been laid off within a 
week, but of the particulars, I am not ad- 
vised. At least two complete stores will be 
established here very soon. Mr Barnett, of 
Wickenburg, and Hollings and others, of 
McDowell, are the enterprising mop. The 
citizens are anxious fora school and intend 
to have one as soon as possible, both for their 
own accommodation and asa strong bid for 
families. 

From all F can hear, T am convinced that 
industrious fumihes will receive a generons 
welcome by this community, If they come 
without means and exlubit a disposition to 
labor and act fairly, they will be cheerfully 
assisted to lands and water tighta, wW. 


LETTER FROM OMAHA, 


Omani, Nebraska -Aug 5, 1870.

er they possess to perform them, 
On the evening of the Oth, some Indians 

endeavored to aun off the stock at Me Wol- 
hams’ ranch, ten miles below Wichenburg, 
on the Tassayampa Of this fact there is no 
doubt The question now as, to whieh tiibe 
did these "hostiles? helong? The citizens 
are honestly divided in their belief. Some 
sincerely assert they were Apache Mohaves, 
others as honestly that they were Pmals or 
Tontos Now, were the former expected to 
summarily ponish, or tiy to do sa, the latter, 
when raiding in places referred to, the ques- 
tion of who were guilty would be better de- 
termined by then action and report, than by 
report alone. They would soon prove to 
every muzen their camest desire for friend- 
slup, and at the same time teach the Pinals 
and Tontos the important lessons the Pimas 
and Marteopas have, The Coyoteros are wil- 
hng to fight the Pinals and Tontos, and the 
Pimasan | Marteopas do do it, and the Apache 
Mohasics woukt undoubtedly, if permitted 

Now suppose thee several tiibes were war- 
ring against the Panah and Tontos from thiee 
sides, bow Jong coukl they miuntam such an 
unequal warfare, with the troops and citizens 
aainst them in addition? 

To require Indians to ascertain exactly 
what Indians commit a depredation, then 
report at great distances, with a view to sub- 
sequent punshiment by the troops, may he 
honestly held the better poliey by well inten- 
tioned men, but a comprehensive estimate 
thereof and comparative review of it with 
practical operations m various sections of our 
country within the past dozen or more years, 
lead many deeply interested ctrzens to a dif- 
ferent conclaston, 

This settlement is receiving constant acces- 
sions of workme people Within a few weeks 
some thirty new ranchs have been located, 
and four families have taken up their abode 
on as many farms. The older settlers: have 
become well attached to them new homes 
A few grape vines were planted here two 
years ago, antl as those who didit had no 
confidence in then production, they were 
uneared for, but this season Messrs Starar 
and Swilling, each had a fine crop of as deh- 
cious grapes as ever grew in Cahfornia, and 
they and others bave determined to hence- 
forth plant and properly cultivate vineyards. 
The common belief has been that Trish pota- 
toes would not flourish, but experiments this 
year prove otherwise, Such fine tubers were 
grown, that Mr, Swilling has determined to 
plant at least one ton—one half in December 
and the other half in January. He has al- 
ready made a contract for seed delivered here, 
by exchanging 1} pounds of sweet for one 
pound of Jrish potatoes. And right here ıt 
may be stated that last year Mr 5. had three- 
quarters ofan acie of sweet ones, which yiel- 
ded a full supply for family use all winter, 
and seed; and the balance, sold at 124 cents 
per ponnd, brought $800. Fig, pomegranate, 
and otber varieties, to a Inaited extent, of 
fruit tees, have heen planted, and already 
steps have been taken to procure, the coming 
fall, several wagon loads of vines and trees, 
fom California. Willow and cottonwoods 
have been planted for fences and shade, and 
they have grown rapidly. Some already make 
a secure fence, and all give some shelter from 
the sun and beauty to the landscape. 

Barley has been an average crop, and the 
ruling price on the farm is four cents, gold, 
and will be no lower this year, Corn is still 
bemg planted Experience has proven that 
the late plant yields better grain and larger 
crops, Sweet potatocs may be planted with 
nearly equal advantage from early in June to 
nearly September, and they are still planting 
ag een Smith, Telling and others have se- 
lected a site near thecentre of the settlement 
upon which they have dotermined to erect a 
flonring mill, and the same and other partics 
have just organized a new canal company Hi 
irrigating purposes. Amount of water claimed, 
ten thousand inches; size of canal, three fect

the prospects of this “granary of the conti- 
nent.” Leaving Chicago and crossing Dh- 
noris to Dubuque, one sees a splendid farming 
country, well occupied by thrifty farmers 
But the extreme diought has very much 
shortened the spring crops. 

The same may be said of Iowa, between 
Dubuque and Fort Dedge—this bang one of 
the growing towns of the State—and the 
centre of as much political intiigue as the 
State can boast The whole northwest of 
lowa, Dacota and Nebraska are settling up 
very rapidly. A large portion of the lands 
aie owned by raiioads and speculators, This 
fact does nol retard the settlement of the 
country, but renders the settlements sparse 
and scattered m population On the other 
hand the towns are not improving as hereto- 
fore. Sioux City, Counal Bluff and Omaha, 
are now atastand still, and property finds 
nosale This city has made large peten- 
sions, and is the rival of the opposite town of 
Connal Bluff On the place little praise can 
be bestowed Its location 1s good, and its 
streets wide and regular But itis aenty of 
mean buildings, and the chief business of the 
place seems to be “ticket offices,” saloons 
and small shops. Tts hotels are abominable, 
but prices are steep, There are no first-class 
hotels west of Chicago and St Lowes, on the 
routes Thave traveled, and I have crossed 
Hinor and lowa hy thice different hnes 
Omaha 1s sastumed and has been made out 
of the transfer business, which calls a large 
force of actual laborers and much capital to 
this pomt 

The crops inthe west and noithwest on 
the whole, wil be hebt, in consequence of 
the drought. Wheatis of good quality, but 
hght Corn and oats very hight, eacept in 
southern and middle Tno. 

In consequence of the short crop and Enro- 
pean war news, the-price of produce has ad- 
vanced fiom ten to twenty per cent, and 
should hostities continue, a farther advance 
will take place, 

The sympathy of the people of the country 
wwith Prussia, and the west desires a ‘ big 
war” in Europe They think that there is 
some relation between free letting of French 
and Pruysian blood and the price of grain, 
beef ard pork. When blood gocs down, bread 
gocs up. 

While in Sioux City, the band of Tndians 
under Col Randall passed up the river to 
their war path, The band was composed of 
half a dozen Sioux, whom the Government 
has been escorting through the castern cities, 
ata cust of $50,000—the sheerest humbug 
of the age. They were a sayage-looking set, 
and publicly proclaimed that they would go 
upon the war path unless treated well when 
they get home. , 

From the unnumbered shops that sell Tn- 
dian photogiaphs, 1 should suppose this town 
very much in love with “Lo.” But nothing 
seems wholly evil to everybody; for millions 
are spent by the Governinent in this north- 
western country, that helps the settlements 
of the country. There is hardly a man on 
the Missomi river, above this place, who has 
made moncy, unless he has had contracts with 
the Government, And a greater set of scamps 
were never let loose than those connected 
with the military contracts for Indian sup- 
plies. The whole ‘Sioux nation could 
bo subdued for what it costs to keep 
up sham Indian affairs under the pres- 
ent system, And while Indian Commission- 
ers and Quaker agents are doing nothing, 
scores of whites are being killed, and large 
amounts of property destroyed. Dunt somo- 
body is making money ont of the thing. 
This fact tells the whole story, and explains 
the cause of the present “ pinula” policy of 
the Government.

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- THE GENERALS, 
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[From the San Francisco Weekly Bulletin.)  ' 


Now that war deals with such heavy masi 
es, nnd atretches its horrid front over.such 
great distances,'the result depends.more than 
ever upon Generalship—upon, a controling 
mind capacious enough to comprehend the 
whole ficld, and to keep thé keys of it'in 
his hand- undisturbed. by mtinor diversions, 
Whether either the French or Prussians have 
such a General remains to be seen, Mol¢ke’s 
combinations in 1866 were successful, and 
gave him the credit ofa great strategist; ‘and 
bis cool, intellectual face confirms the opinion. 
Yet the -result gt Sadowa hung for hours in 
doubt, and the Army of Silesia came in on 
the left only just in time to prevent Benedek 
from overwhelming the army which cathe 
through Saxony, the janction of which w Na- 
poleon wouldjhave prevented, and beaten 
both m succession. Afterwards when Bene- 
dek drew a remnant of 80,000 off to Olmutz 
with a hope to attract pursuit, Moltke show 
ed generalship by refusing to be diverted 
from Vienna, where he could place himself in 
the way ofa junction between Benedek and 
the Austrian army in Italy. 

From all that is now known, Moltke has 
the best qnalifications fora leader in the 
great war impending; but he is only chief of 
staff, and the two armies of North German 
and South Germany are to be commanded in 
chief—the one by the Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William, the other by the Prince Fred- 
erick Charles, who may be jealous of Moltke's 
winning all the laurels; and hesideg, their 
armies will bo widely separated and can 
scarcely be controlled by the same mind, 
especially in battle. We do not know that 
the Prussians have any other Generals: chpa- 
ble of laige command; and as a class, their 
experience in war—being limited to the cam- 
pugn of 1866—docs not equal-that.of the 
French Marshals, who bave been trained in 
Algeria and practiced in the Crimean, Italian 

and other wars, ' 


Following are the names of the Prussian 
Corps Commanders and their headquarters 
befure this war broke out: First Corps, 
Gen, Manteuftel, Koonigsherg; Second, Prince 
Frederick Wilham, Stettin; Third, Prince 
Fredenck Charles, Berlin; Fourth, General 
Alvensleben, Magdeburg; Fifth, Gon. Stem- 
metz, Posen; Siath, General De Tumpling, 
Breslau, Seventh, General Zarstrow, Mun- 
ster; Fighth, Gen. Bittenfield, Coblentz; 
Ninth, Gen. Mannstcin, Schleswig; Tenth, 
Gen. De Voights-Rhetz, Hanover; Eleventh, 
Gen De Plouski, Cassel. Besides these we 
recall Gen, Falkenstein, who operated i 
South Germany in 1866, nnd carried a high 
hand, laying a contmbution of $20,000,000 
on Fiankfort-on-the-Mayn, which Rothschild 
induced him to reduce to $8,060,000, by 
threatening to “break evory bank in Ber- 
Im” 

The French Army, previous to the war, 
was distributed as follows: First Corps, at 
Pans, under Marsha] Canrobert; Second 
Corps, at Lille, Gen. De L’Admirant; Third 
Corps, at Nancy, Marshal Bazaine; Fourth, 
at Lyons, Gen, Count Palikao; Fifth, at 
Tours, Marshal D’'Tlilliers; Siath, at Tou- 
louse, Gen. De Goyon; Seventh, in Algiers, 
Marshal McMahon. Recently, we are in- 
formed, there are eight Corps; and France 
has eight Marshals, namely, McMahon, Ba- 
zaine, D’Hilliers, Vallant, Randon, Lebeuf 
(who lately left tho Cabinet for the fivtd), 
Cantobert and Foiey, Marshal Niel, who 
died not long ago, was reckoned one of the 
ablest, and as Minister of War did great ser- 
vico in the reorganization and rearing of 
the French mmy since 1866. Jf he had lived, 
he would have been assigned a prominent 
putin this war. - 

Marshal Canrobert will be recognized as 
chief of the Fiench before Sebastopol, where 
he was relieved by Pelissier. Marshal Le- 
bout, Gen. Lebrun and others have seen ser- 
vicc in the Crimean and Italian wars, Count 
Palikao commanded the French in China 
with ability, but was accused of cruelty. 
Marshal Baragugy D’Tfitliers is a descendant 
of n distinguished General of the first Napo- 
leon, and of the same name. Marshal Forey 
was the first commander of the French in 
Meaico, where he was superseded by his sub- 
ordinate, Bazaine. 

The two Marshals selected for high com- 
mand are Ruznine and McMahon.’ Bazaine 
was born in 1810, and received a military 
education in Paris Ie distinguished himself 
against Abdel Kader in Algiers; and gn ac- 
count of eminent servico in the Crimen was 
made Governor of Sebastopol and General of 
Division. His conduct of the Mexican war 
was abler than Forey’s, and raised him to the 
rank of Marshal. He is now assigned, it is 
said, to command of the army of the northern, 
frontier, at Thionville, Metz, and St. Avold, 

Marshal McMahon, assigned to tho com- 
mand of the Army of the Rhine, has the most 
brilliant reputation as a battle-General of 
any in the field. Ie was born in 1807, and 
educated ata military school. Serving his 
apprenticeship, like other French soldiers, in 
Algerin, he rose to General of Division before 
the Crimean war, in which he won the glory 
of capturing tho Malakoff. In tho Italian 
wawhe commanded a corps, and at Magonta 
decided the battle by a judicious disobedience 
of orders, for which he reccived the title of 
Duke of Magenta on the battle-field, He hag 
been rocalled from Algerin, where he wad 
Military Governor, and will probably be 
relied upon as one of the most trustworthy 
for decision and energy upon the battle-field, 

Whether any of thèso French Moatshalé 
have the pinsp of mind requisite for gren? 
strategic combinationd, ftérmains to be seeng 
Louis Rapelton himself aspires to the cóm- 
mand in chief, if his health permita; and they 
are all intranet in the seliool of Bonapartey 
who was n pelf{edt master of the art of wat. 
But their opponents, too, have learned from 
him, and frum tha Great Frederick,

We “boll down“ the following from the 
Arizonan of the 6th and 13th: 

July 24th, Apaches made a raid on Tubac, 
drove off animals, robbed clothes-lines and 
and scared the inhabitants—about 30 in 
number .. Win Scott anda daughter of the 
late Mr. Pennington had committed matri- 
mony.. .Tbe dead body of a Mr. McDonald 
was recently found in the road between 
Florence and Sacaton A pistol being found 
n his hand, the bel:ef was that he destroyed 
himself. He had been to the Burro mines. 
....Drunkenness and rowdyism were being 
played at by the taltentes of Tucson ...The 
Burro was healthy. Rock was being taken 
out, houses were'going up, and arastras run- 
ning....One Mexican killed another, recent- 
ly, at Florence. The murderer fied .On 
the evening of the 5th inst, as Thomas Ven- 
able, and two other men—an American and 
Mexican—wero golng to Camp Crittenden, 
with two wagons, contaiming goods, they 
were attacked by a large party of savages. 
when Mr. V and the Mexican were murdered. 
No trace of the American bad been found. 
Upon learning the horrible news, Capt Mol- 
ton, 20 mounted soldiers and some citizens, 
went in pursuit of the murderers, caught up 
with them, attacked, und were repulsed. The 
Captain had one man wounded and one ani- 
mal hilled. The savages numbered about 
200, had plenty of arms and ammunition, 
and a strong position bebindiocks. The sav- 
ages next killed the mail rider and a Mr. 
Smith, near the Cienega, east of Tucson. 
The brutes were evidently led by Ca-cheis. 
We understand that two companies of troops 
(cavalry) are out hunting for the villians. ... 
At Camp Crittenden, a short time ago, one 
soldier accidentally shot another.
